Seoul, Jan. «.—A Russian legation guard 
of thfrty ha« been landed at Chemulpo, 
but the Japaifese railway has refused to 
transport It to Seoul. It is reported pre- 
I>aration.*? have been made for the em­ 
peror'of Corea to find an asylum at the 
French legation in event of serious trouble. 
It is expected France and Germany will 
send marines here to guard their lega­ 
tions. 


Norfolk, Va„ Jan. (Î,—The British steam­ 
er Knight Errant sailed ot day with 11,500 
tons of steam coal for the Japanese navy 
at Yokohama. 


Rome, Jan. 6.—Ohyama, Japanese min­ 
ister, said to day that in eveiit of war his 
country was In a position to rapidly center 
300,000 men in láanchuria. while Russia 
would find difficulty In sending more than 
200,000. Ohyama said naval forces of Japan 
numerically were superior to Russia's and 
from a military standpoint w'cre, w'orth 
double. 
“If war breaks out,” said the 
minister, “it will last for only a few 
tveeks. I hope for a victory for Japan." 


Tokio' Jan. G.—It is believed here tho 
Russian response has been handed to the 
governraent, but the secret of Its delivtiry 
lias been jealously guardd and nature of 
the reply remains tmdisclosfd. Tlierc Is 
vry indication now further negotiations 
will take placo; although It is expected 
Japan will refuse to transfer discussion of 
affairs to St. Petersburg if this is pro­ 
posed.

THEATRE FIRE 
INVESTIGATION 


TESTIMONY BEING TAKEN 
BY FIBE 1N8PBCTÔB 


Iiidilfereiice of Manai^er» Main­ 
ly B«8ponsible for tlio Cataa- 
troplte^ii Number of Witnes- 
.ses are Heard. 


Chicago, Jan, 6.—That the stage man­ 
agement of the Iroquois theatre never 
gave orders to govern employes- in case 
of à blaze, never instructed them as to 
opening or closing the ventilators and 
never gave them a fire drill was the testi­ 
mony gi-^en to day before Fire Inspector 
Fulkerson. 
The witness was C. 
M. 
Haw'cs, a scene shifter. The overwhelm­ 
ing mistake of the Iroquois disaster w'as 
In tho condition of skylights and ventila­ 
tors above tho stage, said S’Ire Inspector 
Fulkerson to day. Had the ventilators 
over tho stage been opened or the sky­ 
lights not bc'cn fastened and shut, said 
Fulkerson, there would havé been no loss 
of life fire, regardless of the asbestos çur- 
tain falling to work. 


Three big wagon loads of dirt and ashes 
taken from the Iroquois theatre floor to 
day w'ere conveyed’ under police guard to 
the basemept of a store nearby. A placer 
mining outfit, including' sieves and gold 
pans, erected by City Custodian Cregier, 
wai| started a scardi for valuable among 
the rttbbish. 
-W’ith the public and press excluded, the 
city council special committee for revision 
of the ordinances governing theatres be­ 
gan to day conferences with contractor.s, 
builders, architects and engineers. 


Will J. Davis, Harry J. Powers and 
Thomas J. Noonan, active managers of 
the Iroquoi.s, wore examined by Fulkerson 
to day. All of them pleaded ignorance of 
any precautions taken to prevent loss of 
life by fire at the theatre. They admitted 
failure to Instruct employes in fighting 
% e and failure even to provide suitable 
appliahce.s for use against flames. Their 
stateraéht3 were corroborated by' testi­ 
mony of twenty employes of the theatre, 
none of whom had ever been told his duty 
in ca.«ie of fire. 


Noonan, who is the working manager of 
the theatres under direction of Davis & 
Powers, admitted to day that eleven of 
the theatre exits w^ere locked and bolted. 
The greatest loss of lif w'as in the first 
and scond balconies, where hundreds of 
people were suffocated through inability 
to get out or w'ere trampled to death 
while trying to do so. Had the three ex­ 
its In each balconyjbeena vailable, accord­ 
ing to In.«?pectòr Fulker.son, the loss of 
life must have been greatly diminished. 


Noonan declared no person had been 
named by the theatre management to .su- 
perlnteiid the operation of ventilators of 
the theatre in case of fire and that iif con- 
sequnce the flames had been permitted to 
sweep the place instead of seeking à na­ 
tural outlet through the stage roof. It 
was sa*ld by Noonan that Gorge M. Dys- 
enbury, head usher; Archibald Benard 
chief electri^n, and the theatre engineer 
knew how to operate the ventilators. I t 
was prp-en’by evidence of these men, 
however, that two of them never went 
upon thé sta;ge and the other had never 
been told to asstime charge of the ven­ 
tilators in case of fire.. 


From flgures obtained by Nooan to day 
it .became evident almost one-third of the 
people who attended the matinee lost 
their lives, th percentage being a trifle 
over 81. The theatre seated 1,602 people 
and in addition to these 236 were admitted 
after all* seats were sold, making a total 
of 1,842 people In the theatre, of whom 691 
were killed. 


Noonaa. declared the two balconies, in­ 
cluding éêats and people standing, had 889 
people. The total number of fatalities is 
to date 591, of whom three were killed on 
tlie first floor. This would make, accord­ 
ing to Noonan’s statement, 5S8 deaths out 
of 889 p^ple in the balconies. 


Will J. Davis testified he had given no 
orders to place a fire alarm box In the 
theatre and had given no orders to place 
a pump ijpon the stage beyond the fact 
any apparatus firemen wanted should be 
provided as soon as possible. He declared 
he could not say as to whether the build­ 
ing was finally accepted from the Fuller 
company or not He admitted he never 
gave any instructions to anybody as to 
what should be done in case of flre. . Hcf 
haia no knowledge as to wlieihef the 
theatre had received a .flnal certifleat^ of 
insjp^tion froin the building departments 
of the city before opening or not.

Washington, Jan. G.—With a firm hand 
the Washington government from now on, 
will-protect American life and property in 
the Island of San Domingo. A dispatch 
received at the navy department from 
Commander Dillingham, commanding the 
Detroit, dated Puertio Plata, Jan. 6, says 
that anarchy prevails In that vicinity and 
that the revolution is not one of principie, 
but between factions. 
Dillingham says 
further: 


“Fighting at Sousa Dec. 26 between 
Morales and Jiminez troops took place on 
the United Fruit company’s property. 
Without notice houses were looted, lives 
of United States citizcns absolutely dis­ 
regarded, women and^children had to flee 
for £?afety>and. jproperty was dcMroyed. 
Ha\o forbidden any fighting or any arm­ 
ed torcc of any party within certain limits 
necessary to protect Uves of United States 
citizens at Sosua. Commanding officers in 
the field near Sosua have been so instruct­ 
ed. Left one offlccr, sixteen marines, a 
CoH automatic gun and steam launch at 
Sosua to see my instructions were carried 
out unti! my return. Am in signal com­ 
munication with this force; can control 
the situation. Am allready when nec'cs- 
sarj'. The. British steamer Pallas is here. 
Have joined the British captain In a note 
to the military commander here holding 
him re.spónslble for any disorder and tell­ 
ing him we would take such prompt ac­ 
tion as we saw fit In case of disorder.” 


The statement is authorized that the 
conduct of Commander Dillingham, while 
following only general instri|etions, is en­ 
tirely endorsed and approved by the gov- 
ernnfént, aitd it is believed his intelligent 
handling of the situation will havo a 
powerful influence toward restoring order 
irr- the- island. > It, cajt be annoilnped the 
W’’ashingto^n government earnestly hopes 
order will-comeo ut of cha#i'ltt'<tÍiirJstané 
and a flrmi government established, imder 
which, Americans and other foreigners 
will, receive in the future adequate pro­ 
tection. It 4s realized by the administra­ 
tion that the Dominican problem must be 
taken up and disposed of in a way that 
will put a stop to w hat w'as described by a 
European ambassador to night as “an in­ 
sufferable nuisance which the civilized 
world look.^ to the United, State.s to clean 
up.”

SAFE ONE 


W nXHOLB CONVENTION IN 
THE COlilSEUM 


Onier Closing the ClUeago Build­ 
ing ÜVill Soon Be Beselnded— 
Statements Made by Hanna 
aud Stewart. 


Chicago, Jan. tí.— Although the Coli;ictmi, 
in which the national Republican con­ 
vention is to be held in June, was cloaetl 
by order of Building Commissioner Wil­ 
liams to day, it i.*» stated the order will bo 
lescinded within forty-eight hours and 
that no change in convention plans ia 
necessary. 


Tlie violation charged against the (’ol- 
iseum is purely techniciil and it was no 
sooner made than the matter was investi­ 
gated by Gra«*ino Stewart, national com- 
tnltteeman from Illinois, and Senator 
Hanna, who wa^ in town. Their investi­ 
gation over both expressed opinion tliero 
is no safer building in the world. State­ 
ments to this effect were made by Hanna 
and Stewart and their publication author­ 
ized. 


Stewart said; ”I feel great personal re- 
spctnsibillty in the nmtter and 
If 
the 
Coliseum iv not a .safe building for the 
couveutioji then there is no .such build­ 
ing in the country.” 


Hanr;i said: 
“Tho convention will bo 
held in Chicago a.s pi-'Uined. The Coliseum 
is one of the finest structures I have ever 
.seen in its provisions for .safeguarding 
life.” 


It is alleged by the building department 
the Ct»llbcum violates 
ihc 
ordlnanc«. 
which .requires that such buildings shall 
face on nt least ono street and two public 
alleys or open spaces. The Coliseum to 
the west fronts on Waba.sli avenue, whiio 
in the rear it opens on a public alley. 
South of the building Is what amounts to 
a private alley, and It wa.s here a build- 
ing Inspector discovered a technical viola­ 
tion of a .section of the bulldlng'ordlnance. 
This alley is seventy feet wide and is cov­ 
ered,-being supported at its-outhernc x- 
tremity by a wall. Jn no othi^'ay docs It

lic alley on tho east. The Coliseum-proper 
is provided with twelve wide exits, the 
main one twenty-five feet, across. Three 
of those open to a private passage men­ 
tioned on the south of the building add 
any one of them is large enough to admit 
to e g ress of ten horses abreast.

house. 
Before giving loose rein to 
unbridled censure in this matter, 
would like to ask if it would not be 
the part of wisdom to calmly consid­ 
er the situation as it actually ^ex­ 
ists, and has existed ever silice the 
opera house was built. 
Under the 
law it was the duty of the original 
builders of the house to provide the 
same, with sufficient fire^ escapes im­ 
mediately. 
Under the same law it 
was the duty of the city council to 
cause 
a 
notice to be 
server! 
in the manner- prescribed by the 
statute upon thè owner of such 
building, to provide 
such 
escapes 
within thirty days from service of 
such notice. Now, for the purpose 
of enabling the public 
to satisfy 
thera^lves as to whom, and to what 
extent censure properly liés, I would 
ike to ask a few questions: * 


1. Who buil| “Our OjKìra House?” 
How long has it been built and in'Oi>- 
eration ? r What excuse, if any, exist­ 
ed for the. omission of said buildeKs 
to comply with the law, during the 
many years they w'ere the sole own­ 
ers of said building?

arelessness can not be-said to imply 
reckless indifference to the lives Of 
others, and it seems: verj^ foolish for 
sensible péoplò to suffer themselves

-to comply promptly \vith the law.

lii a sjMiiicli ill coiigresH Dec. 15tli, 
Hon. JI. T. Rainey gave utterance 
to .some iioiitimeuts which are sadly 
at varianeo with tlie doctrines pro­ 
mulgated by our eirteemed coiitempo' 
rary, the Courier, and sundi*y otlier 
Bemocratic organs of the state. The 
Courier said some liarsh things about 
tho ^^uisiana legislature, but it will^ 
hardly, question Mr. Rainey’s Democ­ 
racy. A part of his si^eech is pre- 
s«?hted: 


“Jkfr. Chairman : In the brief time 
I projKtôe to speak 1 shall address ipy 
remarks to the recent events occuriiig 
on the Istlunus of Panama which 
have attracted the attention of the 
civilized world. I propose to consid­ 
er the building of the Panama canul 
in its relation to a deep watcrvvay 
from tlie great lakes to the Gulf of 
Mejiico. The repubMc of Panama is 
au eslablibhed fact. iSiothiiig I can 
say will in any iiianncr alter exist­ 
ing conditons. It has been recognized 
1jy tlie great world powers, and so far 
as 1 am concerned as a citizen of this 
republic and representing here in 
part one of its greatest states, I would 
not alter cxisiing conditions 
if 
1 
could. 


‘‘Looking at tlie matter as a ques­ 
tion lueçely of ethics, the presettt ad­ 
ministration might be subjected to 
isonie criteism; but great world move­ 
ments do not wait upon quest ious of 
ethics. 1 have no word-of criticism 
or condenuiation for the high offi­ 
cials of this government who have 
conducted ànd carried to a successful 
issue these negotiations. The canal is 
now an as.sured fact. It will be con­ 
st ruct(*d along the rqiite already s6- 
h cted-by congress. l£ is too late now 
to di.scu.ss the ^Nicaragua route. Thé 
deliberate judgment of this’ house was 
in favor of the Panama route, and 
that matter is settled now forever. 


“It may bo that the republic of 
Panama .sprung quickly into exist­ 
ence. It is true it was quickly recog- 
ni^d by 
this administration; but 
tliiugs happen quickly in this new 
century. 
It was not recognized too 
soon to suit mo. I am in favor,,of 
recognizing republics wherever and 
whenever tliey arc e^tablishèd. This 
is Democratic doctrine. It is in har­ 
mony with oui own origin and with 
the spirit of our own constitution. I 
ciin see lio harm in protecting infant 
republic*, from the encroaehment and 
tyranny X)f older and stronger pow- 
er.s.” 
' ... . 


(Here follows a .strong plea for 
Philippine .independence). 


^‘But in the great events which 
have just'occurred# I do not think the 
president and his adyisers have acted 
at the dictatioii of any party or in 
the interest of an.% party. They Have 
simply become the instruments to 
cany into effect the fixed detiymina-r 
tion of 80,000,000 people. In the his­ 
tory. of the centuries the time has 
come to build the istlnnian canal, and 
the strongest nation'in-all the world 
proposes now to Ijuild it. Por this 
great Avork the world 
has 
waited 
through four long busy centuries, 
and the hour has come. Ko man or 
party can' afford to stand in the way 
of this great world movement, for 
such, a man or party, there imi)cnds 
certain and immediate disaster. 


“This is an era of canal building. 
The Suçz caiial is open to the com­ 
merce of the world. The great Baltic 
ship canal is now in operation. 


“The era of railroad building ,i3 
about to come to an end, and the wa­ 
ter controlling i)eriod of the world 
is upon us. 


“The city of Chicago has started to 
build a neiv road to the sea for its 
own shipping and for the shipping ;ôf 
the great I^es, and witho^t the aid 
or assistance of the state government 
or the national government has al 
re^^dy -expended for 
that 
purpose 
$35,000,000 and has alrea^ construct­

“Our country is now practically 
fully occupied. 
There is no longer 
any consid<^al?le westward movement 
of our i>opulation. On the contrary, 
immigration on this continent has 
been |ieflected, and an army of farm­ 
ers arc crossing our northern bound­ 
ary and occupying the wheat lands 
of Canada, ^ready, and within tjie 
l^ t twelve months, 100,000 men have 
left this country and crossed into 
Canada." The peaceful conquest of 
thai. country has couimenwd. 


“Our inaiiufacturing establishmenls 
are seeking a location near the fuel 
they burn and the raw niiiterial they 
consume. Within the last five years 
iires have been started in thousands 
of factories throughout the south­ 
land. 


“Vre are beginning to realize that 
the omnipotent God has provided the 
great central portion of our contin­ 
ent with the grandest system of nat­ 
ural waterways in all tlie world, in­ 
tended for the purpose of conveying 
to the sea the products of the Mis- 
si.ssippi valley. 


“We are arranging lo celebrate the 
100th anniversary of the Louisiana 
purchase. We are reminded in tliis 
connection that the thought underly­ 
ing that purchase was the Mississippi 
river anjl its tributaries as an outlet 
for a great continental valley. 


“The dream of thè old French voy­ 
ageurs was a great Xew France, un­ 
der à fetdal govcrninent, extending 
from the frozen north along the lakes, 
the Illinois and the. jVtissi-ssippi riv­ 
ers. to the southern gulf. That dream 
is about to be realized by a different 
race of men, under different condi­ 
tions, and under a free government. 


“The great city of Chicago is de­ 
stined within the next decade to be­ 
come the commërèial and financial 
center of the country, and is destined 
to become in the <leeade after that 
the commercial and financial center 
of the world.

Light From Bactéjfla. 


Professor Hans Molisch of Prague 
has reported to the Vienna Academy of 
Scieiiccs the discovery of a lamp light­ 
ed by means of bacteria which he 
claims will give a powerful light and 
be free from danger, thus being valua­ 
ble for work in m in^ and powder mag­ 
azines. The lamp consists Of a glass 
jar in v/hich a lining of saltpeter and 
gelatin inoculated with baéteria is 
placed. Two* days after Inoculation the 
jar bromes ilîtiminatëdwith a won­ 
derful bluish green light caused- by the 
innumerable bacteria' wlilch vhave de­ 
veloped in the time. The lig:ht will burn 
brilllaiitly for irom two-to three weeks, 
^afterward dintlDishing In brigiitness. It 
renders facçs recognizable at a distance 
of two yârâs," and-largè type'is. easily 
legible by it. Professor Molisich asserts 
that the lamp yields a cold light which 
Is entirely safe.

It is becoming a seri­ 
ous question with the laundry work­ 
ers’ union ajid committees have been 
appointed to consult with the public 
in general/ regarding patronage of 
Chinese laundries. Pickets have been 
stationed near Chinese lamidrie» to 
ask people not to patronize them. "It 
is serious with the laundry workers 
for the reason that nearly fifty peo­ 
ple are employed' in the two Ameri' 
can laundries, mostly wonien, and 
hey are now receiving living wages. 
To cut laundry prices in half means 
a cut in wages.

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Dbe Illinois railroad and'warehouse 
commisgioD W edo^ay gave out the 
advance sheeto of its report for the 
year 1903. The. railroads of the state, 
the Tepori saySjL have continued to 
ahare largely in the general prosperi 
ty. ^Millions have been ad^ed and 
are being added to equipment, better 
ment and divid^ds. The board re 
p!^t9 its former recommendations for 
new legislation and asks for fuller au­ 
thority oyer the many interurban 
trolléy^ lines which in different form 
are ^ ing thè same work that steam 
roads have been; doing. Thè need o 
enforci^ the block system on a 
roads is again called to the attention 
of tèe lepslature to protect i>eople 
from accidents. 
The total mileage 
in the state is now 18,511 milés, an 
increase over 1902 of 490 miles. The 
total capital of all railroad corpora 
tions operating lines in this state is 
$3,940,393,254, an increase of $410, 
017,878 over^ 1902. The total assets 
of the lines inside the borders of the 
state for thè j'ear ending June 30, 
1903, were $4,640,384,535, an inereàse 
of $427,198,043, and tlic total liabili­ 
ties were $4,444,284,601, an increase 
of $388,520,418. 


There ^vere o:q;K?nded in the state 
for maintenance of way, conducting 
traitôportation and generalr expenses 
for tlio year ending June 30, 1903,

MADE RICH IN A NIGHT. 


fo ld A ll Hla h 9 tm B efore m Slider

Noting the death of Samuel P. 
liJtchell at the home of liis son in 
Oklahoma. Jhe Wellington Mail tells 
of one of those periodic excitements 
over alleged mining discoveries so fa­ 
miliar to Kansas. 
In 1886 Mitchell 
owned a farm in Sumner county. In 
d ig ^ g on a creek bank he thought be 
dlisoovered silver ore. The rest of the 
story is told by the Mail as follows: 


“Mr. Mitchell honestly believed that 
he had a genuine litlver mine. So did 
hnndreds of others. 
Samples of tbe 
oro)were sent to different assayers, and 
invariably certificates were returned 
to the effect that it was rich silver ore. 
The excitement in Caldwell was In­ 
tense, with hundreds of speculators 
crowding the hotels, boarding bouses 
ând private residences. 
Frantic ef­ 
forts were made by different parties to 
secure street car rights to the Mitchell 
farm. Offers Of fabulous prices in wsh 
for the farm were rejected by Mitchell. 


**At that time a Wellingtoniao, still 
a resident of the city, -owned more 
than 200 Caldwell loW. 
He sent to 
Leadyillc* Colo., for a practical assayei^, 
an old schoolmatc. He arrived in Wel­ 
lington fully equipped to make assays 
in the'field. The editor of the Mail 
accompanied him across the country 
in a carriage to the Mitchell farm. 
When w^e arrived there we found at 
least 200 people, mostly strangers, surg­ 
ing back and forth over the mine. 


“Without being noticed we secured 
samples of the ore and drove to the 
woods on 4he Chikaskia, where the ore 
was carefully assayed. It showed only 
the, merest-trace of silver. 
Without 
intimating his intention, the assayer 
drove back to the mine, sought, out Mr. 
Mitchell alone, declared himself an as­ 
sayer, produced his apparatus and pro­ 
ceeded to make aa assay with all the 
crowd aroimd him. The result was as 
pretty a bead of silver the size of ^a 
pea as you ever saw. The assayer had 
dropped some rich Colorado ore into 
the crucible. Mitchell was a mfllionaire 
that night, and the Wellingtonian sold 
all his Caldwell lots before thé silver 
bubble vanished into thin air.”
